Kidnapers Hear Dread Sentence 


OVER FAYETTE COUNTY 


Disease First Appeared South­ 
east of Everton and Spreads 
in Townships. 


DOZEN OR MORE HERDS 
AFFECTED BY EPIDEMIC 


Connersville, Ind., Oct. 11 — 
That hog cholera which started 
several miles southeast of Ev­ 
erton and in the Bentley neigh­ 
borhood a few wfeeks ago has 
been spreading towards Ever­ 
ton was reported Tuesday by 
residents 
of 
the 
community , 
some of whom are having their 
hogs vaccinated in order not to 
take any risks. 
Since the disease started in 
Fay ette county fatalities have 
been high in several herds. Of 
one herd of 75, 25 of the hogs 
had the disease in such advanced 
stage when discovered that no 
effort was made to save them, 
but the others in the herd were 
vaccinated as soon as it was 
learned tha t some of them were 
suffering from cholera. 
Cholera bas developed in a 
dozen or more herds in the c6m- 
munity , according to reports ob­ 
tained Tuesday , but so far seems 
to have been confined to only a 
few neighborhoods. There have 
been cases reported in J ennings 
and Connersville townships, but 
most of the cases are in J ack­ 
son tftwnship. There are also a 
number of case in Union county . 
Although a number of farm­ 
ers are having their hogs vac­ 
cinated, it is reported 
tha t the 
number of vaccinations is small 
compared to the number of hogs 
treated in previous y ears when 
the price of hogs was higher.
